Compromise Plan Suggested by Federal 


‘Agents in Place of Weir. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.)

THE TIMES, March 28.—Im- 

perial Valley may get a solu- 

tion of ite water problem at no great 

cost. It involves the abandonment 

of the all-American canal, but pro- 

vides a way for the abolition of the 

temporary weir, which has been ob- 

jected to by the War Department, 

and which at certain stages of the 

year is regarded as a menace to the 
surrounding country. 

The latest proposal is a compro- 
mise worked out by the officials of 
the Interior Department. It pro- 
vides that the Imperial Valley - 
gation District be allowed to take 
water from the Laguna Dam, which 


was built to trrigate the Yuma 
(Aru] project. This dam is sev- 
eral m above the temporary 


weir in the Colorado River, placed 


there by the Imperial Valley to di- 
vert its water during low stages of 
the river. The plan now proposed is 
for the Imperial district to continue 
ite canal, which now stops at the 
weir, to a connection with the dam, 
along the California side of the river, 
build a headgate and diverting wing 
there and take from the Colorado 
the necessary water. This done, the 
temporary weir can be removed and 
the dangers resulting removed. 

Later, this plan will be en- 
hanced in value by the development 
of the storage of the flood water of 
the Colorado further up in the wa- 
tershed of this great river. While

ground. Definite word from Gen.

If thelr reasoning is correct, the 
Germans face the prospect of seeing 
their third great effort on the west- 
ern front since the beginning of the 
war meet the fate of others.

TO DIVERT RESERVES. 

The thrust at Arras may have been 
for the purpose of diverting British 
reserves from the real objective of 


German strategy far to the south, 
where French and British lines con- 
nect. The success of that purpose 
is highly doubtful, since the initial 
effort was parried by troops already 
in position in this sector. There 
was no time to bring divisions back 
from the south, so it seems certain 
that the regular garrison of this por- 
tion of the British lines was gun 
clent to repel the enemy. This fact 
alone is regarded as eloquent evi- 
dence of the waning power of the 
German war machine. 1 

Meantime, attention here was not 
diverted from the chief theater, the 
British-French junction. The French 
counter-attack there was closely 
watched. It may develop into a 
great movement, though early re- 
ports indicated that it was aimed 
at local objectives and that the time 
Was not yet ripe for the great coun- 
ter-effort. patches from the 
French front told of thronging re- 
serves behind the lines. 


DISTINCT RELIEF. 

There is no denying that Gen.

LONDON, March 28.—The entire 
Turkish force in the Hit area in 
Mesopotamia has been captured or 
destroyed by the British, the War 
Office announces. Three thousand 
prisoners were taken. 


Hit ts on the Euphrates River, 100 
miles west of Bagdad. The town 
was evacuated on March 8 by the 
Turks, who fell back to Khan- 
Raghdadi, twenty-two miles above 
Hit, befere the British column op- 
erating along the Euphrates, which 
has been conducting a vigorous and 


successful campaign. The statement 
follows: 


“On March 26 a highly succedetul 


operation was carried out by our 
troops operating on the Buphrates 


northwest of Hit, which resulted in 


the capture or destruction of virtual- 


ly the entire Turkish force in that 


area. Early in the morning our 


columns advanced to attack the 


Turkish positions to Aleppo, tn the 


rear of the enemy. By nightfa!!, the 
Khan-Baghdadi had been carried by 


assault. 


“The main body of the enemy, at- 
tempting to break to the northwest, 
was intercepted by our cavalry and 
repulsed with heavy losses. 

“Bo far it has been reported that 


about 3000 prisoners have been tak- 
en, including a divisional command- 
er, two regimental commanders, 
about 200 other Turkish officers, one 
German officer and a few German 


non-commissioned officers. In addi-

Beauman was 
a Los Angeles man, and his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Louis Beauman former- | 
ly lived here. His parents passed | 
through the city yesterday en route 
for Washington to attend the funer- | 
al. Lieut.

Beauman was a graduate of the | 

class of 1916 at the University of 
California, having attended the 
Stockton High School after leaving 
Los Angeles, where he attended the 
Los Angeles Polytechnic High School 
for three years. Beauman was a 
member of the Zeta Phi fraternity 
and a popular man in the untver- 
sity. He graduated as a law stu- 
dent and took post graduate work 
in 1917. When the United States de- 
clared war with Germany, Beauman 
was selected by President Benjamin | 
Ide Wheeler as an eligible for a 
commission in the Marine Corps and 
upon his own request was trans- 
ferred to the aviation section. Beau- 
man has been fiying for several 
months and was considered one of 
the best aviators in that branch of 
the service, according to reports 
which were received here following 
his death. 
A freak wind current caught his 
airplane about 1200 feet in the air 
and he wes too far inland to reach 
the ocean, which probably would 
have been safety for him had he 
been able to reach it. 

The young aviator was a nephew 
of Senator Frank C. Beauman of 
Oklahoma and a fiying mate of 
Secretary McAdoo’'s son.

In his commission issued yester-

GOES TO NEW FIELD. 
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ISCONSIN'S BODSHEVIKL 
Party loyalty and national loyalty 
have clashed in the Wisconsin campaign for 
the election of a United States Senator with 
a shock that has been felt all over the coun- 


try. Socialism, Boloism and Bolshevikism | 


are rampart in the State of badgers, beer 
and Bronco Bob La Follette. There is prob- 
ably more disloyalty per square foot in Wis- 
consin than anywhere else in the coustry. 
It made its appearance in the Senatorial 
primaries, where a pronounced pro-German 
sympathizer was beaten for the Republican 
nomination by but a narrow margin. The 
Patriotic issue was then raised, and the dis- 
loyalists took advantage of the provisions of 
a direct primary law similar to that now in 
effect in California to declare themselves 
Republicans and vote en masse for one of 
their own kind. The blame attaches to the 
direct primary which lends itself so readily 
to fraud and political chicanery. It was 
the misfortune and not the fault of the Re- 
publican party that the undesirables elected 
to make an attempt to capture the Repub- 
lican primary. 

But the Democratic leaders at Washing- 
ton, including the President and Vice-Pres- 
ident, have chosen to lay the blame at the 
door of the Republican party in Wisconsin, 


and they are making an open and aggres- 


sive campaign to capture a Republican seat 
in the Senate under what looks to be a 
rather thin disguise of patriotism. Repre- 
sentative Lenroot is the Republican candi- 
date. As a member of the lower house of 
Congress he has supported the war policy 
of the administration; yet the Democratic 
leaders are demanding that he shal) with- 
draw in favor of Joseph E. Davies, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, lest a division of patriotic 
support shall permit Victor Berger, the So- 
clalist and proGerman candidate, to win. 
There would appear to be equal reason that 
the administration should ask Davies, an 
untried man, to retire in favor of Lenroot, 
who has been tested in the crucible of actual 
service and not found wanting. 0 

President Wilson has written two letters 
in support of Davies's campaign in which 
he, appears to have permitted party enthu- 
siasm to blind him for the moment to the 
higher patriotism of which he has been re- 
garded the symbol during the progress of 
the war. In one of these letters he asserted 
that “The men in the trenches who have 
been freed from the economic serfdom to 
which some of them had been accustomed 
will return to their home with a new view 
and a new impatience of all mere political 
phrases.” In the other letter the President 
declared that the acid test of a man's pa- 
triotism was his vote on the McLemore 
resolution in Congress. Representative Len- 
root voted for that resolution and the Pres- 
dent said that this vote marked him as an 
unfit man to sit in the Federal Senate. 

Republican members of the Senate rose 
in their wrath on Wednesday and devoted 
a whole afternoon to challenging the right 
of the Democrats, from the President down, 
to raise the disloyalty issue against Repre- 
sentative Lenroot. Senator Smoot pointed 
out that the President failed to consider a 
vote for the McLemore resolution an “acid 
test” of a man’s patriotism until occasion 
came to use it for the purpose of winning 
a seat in the Senate. “When the President 
makes that charge he accuses himself of re 
warding disloyalty.” asserted Senator 
Smoot, “for the President himself appointed 
former Representative Kent of California, 
one of the most ardent supporters of the 
McLemore resolution, to a place on the 
Federal Tariff Board.” Senator Smoot added 
that it was bad grace for the President to 
confer such signal honor on a Democrat who 
voted for the McLemore resolution and 
then to question the loyalty of a Repub 
lican who also voted for it. 

Other incensed Republicans have taken 
vigorous exception to the President's refer 
ence to “economic serfdom,” asserting that 
economic serfdom has never existed in this 
country and intimating that the President 
should have too much regard for his exalted 
position to permis Bolshevik phrases to 
creep into his correspondence. The debate 
in the Senate became acridly partisan on 
both sides and there were no evidences of 
a truce when the day's session ended. 
Conservative members of bgfh parties de 
plored that such a discussion should be 
precipitated at the time when the Hun drive 
was at its apogee, warning that it might 
create the impression abroad that the Amer- 
an people are divided in the face of the 


enemy. 

Over the whole Wisconsin campaign lies 
the shadow of the arch-demagogue Senator 
La Follette. It was the La Follette forces 
that massed in thé Republican primaries to 
defeat Lenroot, and they are now expected 
to vote for Berger the Socialist and dis- 
loyalist in order to gratify the spite of La 
Follette against a people that has denounced 
him for his pacifist, demagogic and dis- 
loyal utterances. If the Senate had shown 
more activity in hearing the charges pre- 
ferred against La Folletfe, there might now 
be two vacant seats in the Senatorial dele- 
gation from Wisconsin in place of one. 

It is to be regretted that the Wisconsin 
campaign should be fought out upon such 
terrain. There has been 4 demand from 
the country at large that this year’s cam- 
paign shoud be conducted on nonpartisan 
lines; but if that is to be done the Demo- 
crates must meet the Republicans half way. 
Hie vote on the McLemore resolution is the 
only charge that has been brought against 
Lenroot, while his votes on other war meas- 
ures prove §Byond cavil that his patriotism 
is not to be questioned. In fact, extracts 
from his addresses were circulated by gov- 
ernment bureaus, before he became a can- 
didate, as models of loyal and patriotic 
utterance. A suggestion of a conference 
between Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers would have been much more patriotic 
than to ask all loyal Republicans to abapn- 
don Lenroot and vote for Davies as a pa- 
trtotle duty. 


A drive for Republican control of the 
next Congress as a means of electing a Re- 
publican President in 1920 is on. Of course 
this is a nonpartisan war, but the political 
fires won't stop burning.

HO ARE THE DISLOYAL? 


“Hundreds of thousands of persons 


in this country who are able to render great 
assistance are positively disloyal,” declared 
that vigorous seaman and salty talker, Rear- 
Admiral Fullam, at the National Defense 
League luncheon in this city on Wednesday. 
He added: “If they are not disloyal in 
their remarks and acts, they are so by 
their lack of patriotic service.” 

How soon will this fact come home to the 
slower-moving minds among us’? The actual 
number of these hundreds of thousands of 
this class in the United States, no amount 


of estimating can tell, but that they con- 


stitute an unfortunately large aggregate 
there can be no doubt. The moral sense of 
a great body of Americans has not yet been 
awakened, despite all the proofs they have 
had of the righteousness of the nation’s 
cause and the vast menace of the Prus- 
sian Moloch. 

We are at war with a dominant and 
predatory class which keeps the world un- 
der arms, and always subject to threat. To 
free mankind from this intolerable burden, 
to break the ruthless power that wickedly 
assumes by divine right to destroy people 
and states, and to open the paths of civill- 
zation to all the messengers of peace-—to 
thie end the use of every citizen in some 
capacity is not only warranted, but im- 
perative if liberty ts not to perish. 

Yet, as Admiral Fullam points out, the 
use of every citizen is not being vouchsafed 
to the common cause. As he says: “Thou- 
sands are showing their disloyalty by strik- 


ing and delaying the building of ships of 
which we are greatly in need. They claim 
they are loyal, but they are traitors.” 
American labor is predominatingly loyal, 
yet nevertheless war work has been serious- 
ly hampered afd dangerously delayed by 
successive unionite disputes, strike threats 
and walkouts. A favorite excuse of the 
radical union bosses who are responsible 
for this condition is that labor should never, 
in war or peace, give up its “right” to strike. 
The new consciousness of power which the 


war has brought has been seized upon by 
the IW. W. and other vicious elements as 


means to advance their supposed interests, 


without regard for their country and the 


great principles of human liberty and demoo 
racy which are at stake. 

There are no “rights” im this country 
which are so important as saving the un- 
necessary slaughter of our soldiers at the 
front. There never has been such a ha 
lenge to the loyalty American working- 
men as this. Every ployee, as well as 
every employer, must make sacrifices of 
personal profit in this enterprise. The proof 
of the American workingman'’s loyalty 
should be given in the quantity of his output 
toward winning the war. 

The war, now brought very close to us by 
the participation of our soldiers in the 
mendous battle of Picardy, will revivify 
courageous spirits of the 
from the lethargy of ease and fancied 
curity, and teach us again before it is 
late that liberty can be enjoyed only 
those who are fit to preserve it. It 
rally us to concerted effort, subject us 
needed discipline, and school fs in 
efficiency in which we alone of the 
nations have received no adequate training. 

We have pledged ourselves as a nation to 
rid the earth forever of the brutal wrongs 
now outraging humanity and chailenging 
civilization. Our duty neither to humanity 
nor to posterity can be fulfilled save by 
the perfarmance of our duty to ourselves 
also as individuals. The two tasks are 
synonymous. The day of the justifiable 
pacifist is past. The man or woman who 
does not serve the nation’s cause in the war 
is a traitor, a person without a country, an 
outcast from the society of honest people. 


THE CASE OF BOLO. 


No sympathy will be felt for Bolo Pasha. 
He was given full and fair trial, and his 
appeal from the death sentence has been 
denied, after calm and careful considera- 
tion by the Court of Revision. Though 
France is at war, the national excitement 
is not echoed in her halls of justice. It 
was no hurried drum-head trial that con- 
victed either Mata Hari or Bolo’ Pasha. 

All things considered, it must be admit- 
ted that the death penalty for treason is 
in modern times very rarely imposed.

My experience is that it is not by 
any means always the man who has 
capital and who can afford to pay a 
heavy license who turns out the most 
conscientious work, and who can be 
trusted to fulfill his agreements.

Combinations and licensing laws 
affecting crafteamen and tradesfolk 
simply tend to eliminate competition 
and advance prices. Why make 
laws to benefit a few at the expense 
of the public? Making a man pay 
a license to practice his calling does 
not make him honest, nor will it 
make good workmen out of incom- 
petents. If the plumber and painter 
must be licensed, the City Council 
had better make a good job of it 
and license the butcher and baker 
and candlestick maker and all the 
rest of them, and try to make every- 
body honest by ordinance.
